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Firing sq uad kilis Gilmore 


POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN, Utah 
(AP) — Gary Mark Gilmore, the killer 
.who demanded death and twice attemp­ 
ted suicide in prison, was executed by a 
Utah firing squad today minutes after a 
federal appeals court 'lifted a stay 
granted during the night. 
The 36-year-old Gilmore was the first 
person to be executed in the United 
States in nearly 10 years. His lengthy 
fight to be executed drew worldwide 
attention. 
Gilmore, sentenced for the shooting 
death of a Provo, Utah, motel clerk, was 
dressed in white and wearing an over­ 
coat as he was taken from Utah State 
prison in a van to the execution site. 
A spokesman for the prison dictated a 
short message to newsmen moments 
after the appeals court ruled at 7:35 a.m. 
MST. He said; “ The order of the 4th 
District Court has been carried out.” 
“ Gary Mark Gilmore is dead,” the 
spokesman said. 
Robert L. Moody, one of Gilmore's two 
attorneys, said Gilmore was seated in a 
chair when he met death, denied his 
request 
to stand 
and 
face his 
executioners. The execution took place at 
8:06a.m. MST. 
Vern DAmico, Gilmore's uncle, said; 
“ 1 would like to say at this time, Gary, 
my nephew, died like he wanted to die, in 
dignity He got his wish to die. He died in 
dignity. That's all I have to say.” 
Gilmore’s other 
lawyer, 
Ronald 
Stanger, said through tears that he spent 
the night with Gilmore. “ He was even 
trying to teach us some western songs,” 
Stanger said of Gilmore. “ He made the 
statement that he had received a gift. 
That gift was he knew when he was going 
to die and he was indeed fortunate In the 
wee hours of the morning, he expressed 
thanks and some sorrow. He was a good 
man He expressed love for children ” 
Lawrence Schiller said the first indica­ 
tion that Gilmore was to be executed 
after the various legal maneuverings 
was when 4th District Court Judge J. 
Robert Bullock changed his order from 
sunrise to anytime during the day. When 
Schiller got to the execution site. Gilmore 
was already strapped into the chair with 
nylon straps Nearby were about 20 other 
people 
Gilmore talked briefly with 
Warden Samuel Smith but Schiller could 
not hear w hat was said 
A prison employe passed out cotton to 
witnesses to block their ears from the 
report of the rifles 


'Let'f d o It' 


Gilmore did not move in the chair He 
stayed rigid 
He spoke to his uncle 
privately and to Moody, then Schiller and 
Stanger. who hugged him around the 
neck. 
The warden then read a legal order. 
Gilmore looked directly at the warden 
without quivering. 


Rural man 
not found 
after fire

The search for the body of Willie 
Forest Elkins, 72, Route 1. continued at 
noon 
Monday following a fire that 
destroyed Elkins' home early Monday 
morning. 
Pettis County volunteer firemen spent 
Monday morning sifting through the 
ashes and charred remains of the house 
just north of the Westmoreland Country 
Club road and west of Highway 65. 
Firemen were called to the scene at 
12:50 a.m. Monday and spent almost two 
hours in sub-zero temperatures fighting 
the blaze. The frame house was engulfed 
in flames when the first fireman arrived 
on the scene. The glow of the fire could be 
seen as far north as the south city limits. 


Elkins lived alone in the house and was 
known to go to bed early in the evening. 


William Arvieux, Route I, told fire of­ 
ficials he lived about a quarter of a mile 
away and first saw the fire as it engulfed 
the kitchen area of the home Arvieux 
went to a neighbor to call for help and 
then went to the fire. By the time he ar­ 
rived, he said the house was totally 
engulfed in flames. 


Elkins’ daughter and son-in-law live 
only a short distance from the house and 
the latter. Gene Bower, was the first at 
the scene. Bower said he kicked the front 
door of the house open but the interior

A priest, a doctor and several 
other prison employes placed a hood over 
Gilmore’s head He was wearing tennis 
shoes 
“ He did riot move when the hood was 
placed ovei him,” Schiller said. “ We 
could not hear anything that was being 
said. 
“ All the prison personnel moved away. 
Father Thomas Mearsman gave some 
rites to Gilmore before the hood was 
placed over his head. 
“ A circular target was placed on 
Gilmore’s t-shirt. I think I saw the 
warden give the signal out of the corner 
of my eye I heard three noises in quick 
rapid succession — bang, bang, bang. 
Gary’s body moved. His head turned 
slightly to the left ... Then slowly red 
blood emerged from under the black 
t-shirt onto the white slacks ” 


Req uest d enied 


Schiller, a promotor who has rights to 
Gilmore's life story, added, “ The body 
still had movement for approximately 15 
to 20 seconds” 
He said that as he left the execution 
site, the stretcher to remove Gilmore’s 
body was coming forward “ and no one 
looked back 
“ Gilmore seemed aware of everything 
that was going on.” Schiller said 
A screen was aproximately 30 feet in 
front of Gilmore. Behind it were the five 
riflemen, one of whom traditionally has a 
rifle loaded with blanks so none is certain 
that he fires a fatal bullet. 
“ He did not put up any kind of a fuss or 
argument to my knowledge.” Schiller 
said of Gilmore He said Gilmore did not 
try to reject the black hood, though he 
had asked earlier not to have a hood 
He said he thought Gilmore was “ very 
satisfied” that he was allowed to be “ for 
an extended period of time in that room 
w ithout having the hood over his eyes.” 
Shortly after the appeals court ruling 
in Denver, American Civil Liberties 
Union lawyers in Washington again ask­ 
ed the Supreme Court to delay the 
execution 
Justices Byron White and 
Thurgood Marshall promptly 
turned 
them down, in succession The full court 
then turned down the ACLU request 
In overturning the order of Judge 
Willis W Ritter that the execution be 
stayed, 
the 
circuit 
court 
accepted 
arguments 
from 
the 
Utah attorney 
general’s office that the death penally 
had not been held unconstitutional It 
also held that Gilmore had waived his 
rights of appeal 
Attorneys for the ACLU argued that 
the execution would be an illegal use of

Carter to alter b ud g et 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- President­ 
elect Carter will propose big changes in 
President Ford’s budget, possibly in­ 
cluding rejection of about $9 billion in 
spending cuts a Carter aide calls “ silly, 
not serious stuff.” 
Many 
of the 
President-elect’s 
proposals are likely to win favor in the 
overwhelmingly Democratic Congress, 
rendering Ford’s budget obsolete 
“ We can turn the Ford budget around 
into a Carter budget within 30 days all by 
ourselves,” one congressional source 
quoted Rep Brock Adams, then chair­ 
man of the House Budget Committee, as 
telling Carter shortly after the election. 
Stuart Eizenstat, Carter’s domestic 
policy adviser, says: 
“ There are a 
number of areas which we’re interested 


in and that we’re going to make revisions 
in, but that should be distinguished from 
the writing of a complete budget. ” 
Eizenstat said there isn't time to do 
that Carter plans to submit his budget 
proposals in mid-February. 


Bob Hartman, a Carter budget ad­ 
viser. said Congress may reject about $9 
billion of the $12.4 billion in cuts proposed 
by Ford because they are “ silly, not 
serious ... (and) old-hat reductions that 
Congress has not acted on in the last year 
or two” 


He cited reductions for food stamps, 
saying the cuts already have been ruled 
out of order by the courts, and reductions 
for Medicare. In addition, Carter has 
called for increasing spending to create 


jobs, rather than the cutback Ford 
proposes 
Ford has proposed a lame duck budget 
of $440 billion for fiscal 1978, beginning 
Oct. 1 That would be a 7 per cent in­ 
crease in government spending. It in­ 
cludes a $12-billion jump for defense and 
calls for new spending on the B1 bomber, 
which Carter has indicated he doesn’t 
favor. 
The President-elect has said he will cut 
$5 billion to $7 billion in Pentagon waste, 
but that this cannot be done immediate­ 
ly. He said there can be an even larger 
reduction if he succeeds in reducing ten­ 
sions in the .Middle East. 
Carter said the money “ would be 
available in the general fund for tax 
reduction, 
for 
social 
programs or 
perhaps for other kinds of expenditures.” 
Ford's 
budget 
envisions 
a 
net 
$47 5-billion tax cut in five years. Carter

WASHINGTON (AP) - Theodore C. 
Sorensen stunned the Senate Intelligence 
Committee today by disclosing that he 
had asked President-elect Jimmy Carter 
to withdraw his nomination to be director 
of the CIA 
Sorensen did not say what Carter’s 
response had been, but committee chair­ 
man Daniel K 
Inouye, D-Hawaii. in­ 
dicated that the committee would accede 
to Sorensen's wish to step aside 
The former counsel and close associate 
to President John F. Kennedy dropped 
his bombshell at the close of a lengthy 
statement in which he asserted he was 
qualified for the post and denied a series 
of what he called “ scurrilous and un­ 
founded personal attacks which have 
anonymously circulated against me.” 
The allegations to which he referred 
were that he had mishandled and im­ 
properly used classified materials from 
the Kennedy administration, might have 
known of U.S. plots to kill foreign 
leaders, had taken a questionable tax 
deduction upon donating papers to a 
library, held pacifist views and tried to 
avoid military service and might be in­ 
volved in conflicts of interest because as 
a lawyer he had represented several 
foreign governments 
In seeking to withdraw his name. 
Sorensen said it was clear that some 
senators and many members of the in­ 
telligence community were not ready to

accept his views that the CIA should be 
subject to greater controls and should 
allow more information about itself to be 
made public and that the director’s job 
was to provide “ objective intelligence 
not policy to the President ”

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
decline of inflation in the in­ 
dustrial world since 1974 has 
been gratifying, even though a 
deep recession was required 
to bring it about, and it still 
leaves us with more than we 
want 
In 1974 the United States ex­ 
perienced consumer price in­ 
flation of about 11 per cent In 
1976, the rate declined to be­ 
tween 5 and 6 per cent. 
In Japan the rate fell from 
24 5 per cent to a bit more than 
9, in Germany from 7 to 3,7; in 
France from 13.7 to 10.l; in 
Canada from 10.8 to 5 6.

Kingdom and Italy, remained 
exceptions, the rate in Italy 
rising from 19.1 per cent in 
1974 to 21 3 in 1976, and the 
British rate falling only 1

The Ragan girl told Mrs. 
Wilkerson that

began when one of the boys 
knocked over a heater near his 
bed and his hair caught fire, 
officials said. She said she 
awakened Mrs Sheppard but 
saw her on fire and fall as the 
girl ran from the trailer 
Mike Sheppard had also told

Gratifying, but apparently 
not encouraging Leaders of 
some large economies have 
been left so shaken by infla­ 
tion that they are wary of ex­ 
pansionary measures, and are 
opting instead for another 
year of restraint 
While this might in the long 
run be viewed as good com­ 
mon sense, the immediate ef­ 
fect will be to leave people 
unemployed and other 
resources underutilized and, 
as some see it, run the risk of 
recession all over again. 
The disturbing reality is 
that what occurs these days in 
one of the large trading na­ 
tions inevitably has its impact 
on the economies of others, no 
matter 
what those other 
economies do to protect their 
own interests. 
In the United States, where 
restraint remains obvious in 
the final budget and economic 
program presented by Presi­ 
dent Ford, growth this year is 
widely expected to be around 
4.5 per cent without stimula­ 
tion, 5.5 with it 
While this is sufficient to cut 
into unemployment, it still is 
likely to leave the country 
with what used to be felt was 
an unacceptabiv“ rate, 
somewhere between 6.5 per 
cent and 7 per cent of the 
civilian labor force. 
But what continues to worry 
some economists is not what 
the United States does so 
much 
as what o th er 
economies are likely to do 
Japan and Germany are of 
particular concern, since both 
are constraining expansion 
Economists at Chase 
Manhattan Bank, partly as a 
result of these conservative 
economic programs, expect 
world output this year to fall 
appreciably, from 5.25 per 
cent in 1976 to about 3.5 to 4 per 
cent this year. 
The 
fear of inflation, 
therefore, remains a major 
hindrance to world economic 
expansion But there are other 
reasons too. Capacity utiliza­ 
tion in many countries re­ 
mains low, and thus there is 
little motivation to spend on 
more 
modern plants and 
equipment. 


A third reason, of course, is 
the need of many economies to 
adjust to still another increase 
in the price of oil 
It's a difficult and perplex­ 
ing situation 
Long-range 
stability dictates that inflation 
be controlled But with labor 
forces growing, stability also 
demands that economies ex­ 
pand and make more jobs. 


The British infantry march­ 
ed from Boston to Lexington

First, a look at the two 
forms to be used. One is the 
short form, the 1040A, the 
other is the long, or 1040 form. 
The short form may be easier 
to use but doesn't permit you 
to claim some benefits that 
you may be eligible to use, 
such as the new credit for the 
elderly or the child care 
credit. Neither does it allow 
you to itemize deductions. 
But you can use the short 
form if all your income is from 
wages, salaries or tips, and no 
more than $400 in dividends 
and $400 in interest. 
A couple of definitions also 
are important. Your income is 
the amount of money you 
earned or received in interest, 
stock dividends 
and from 
other various sources. Ad­ 
justed gross income is this 
amount reduced 
by such 
things as subtractions for 


m oving and b u sin ess 
expenses 
Taxable income is your ad­ 
justed gross income minus the 
standard deduction or itemiz­ 
ed deductions, and minus $750 
for each personal exemption 
claimed 
Last year taxpayers with 
adjusted gross incomes of less 
than $15,000 found their taxes 
on special tables. These tables 
have been replaced this year 
with others computed for tax­ 
able income figures up to 


$20 ,000. 
Taxpayers with 
income 
above this ceiling will con­ 
tinue to compute their taxes 
based on tax rate schedules 
that remain unchanged 
because tax rates were not 
changed in the 
new 
law. 
With this one major dif­ 
ference out of the way, here 
are some other new twists that 
could cut your taxes. 
— The standard deduction 
has been raised again. The 
percentage stays at 16 per 
cent, but the minimum and 
maximum allowable amounts 
are up. For single taxpayers 
the minimum is $1,700 and the 
maximum is $2,400. For Joint 
taxpayers the minimum is $2,- 
100 and the maximum $2,800. 


— The tax credit for 
yourself and dependents has 
been raised to $35 per exemp­ 
tion or 2 per cent of adjusted 
gross income, up to a max­ 
imum of $180 for most tax­ 
payers. It’s your choice to see 
which one works out best for 
you. 
— The child care itemized 
deduction of last year has 
been changed to a tax credit to 
be subtracted directly from 
your tax bill. This means that 
individuals who do not itemize 
deductions will be able to 
write off qualifying child care 
expenses this year. 
— There is a new credit for 
the elderly that makes it 
easier for older Americans to 
cut their taxes. 
— If you changed jobs, the 
new law says you didn’t have 
to move as far as in previous 
years to be eligible to subtract 
moving 
expenses 
from 
income. 
While most of these changes 
will mean lower taxes for 
many Americans, others can 
work the other way. 
For instance, the new law 
probably does away with a 
business 
deduction for an 
office-in-home for many per­ 
sons, unless the taxpayer can 


show that he or she used part 
of a personal residence for the 
convenience of the employer. 
And that portion of the home 
used must be used exclusively 
and on a regular basis for the 
office. 
There is a new and more ex­ 
pensive wrinkle for divorced 
or legally separated mothers 
or fathers who are supporting 
and taking the dependency ex­ 
emption for children who live 
with the other parent. 
In the past these 
non­ 
custodial parents had only to 
contribute more than $1,200 a 
year for all the children in 
order to have the exemptions 
worth $750 each. Now the non­ 
custodial parent must con­ 
tribute more than $1,200 for 
each child. 
The new law also does away 
with the sick pay exclusion, 
under which some taxpayers 
were permitted to- subtract 
from income all or a portion of 
earnings received during a 
period of illness. Sick pay is 
replaced by a disability in­ 
come 
exclusion that 
will 
severely limit the number of 
people who are eligible to take 
this tax benefit.

No drug cure 


for arthritis 


Dear Dr. Lamb — A year 
ago 1 had sudden pain on the 
inner side of my right knee. I 
thought I had cracked a bone. 
I couldn't even stand my 
hosiery pressing against it. so 
1 had to go bare-legged at age 
71, to the doctor, 
The doctor said at once it 
was osteoarthritis, but 
I 
wanted an X ray and it showed 
small deposits of calcium. 
1 took Motrin three times a 
day and it worked like magic. 
In a week I cut down to two a 
day and then to one. After 
three weeks I felt no more 
pain. It hasn't come back 
since. It could be that mine 
was caught in time. The doc­ 
tor didn't promise a cure, only 
to take the pain away, but 
since it has not returned in 
almost a year I feel it is cured.

The presence of 
such changes does not prevent 
a person from having ten­ 
donitis or any number of other 
disorders that may be of short 
duration. .Motrin is used to 
relieve pain — whether it is 
caused 
by 
arthritis or 
something else. And arthritis 
pain can 
be intermittent, 
disappearing 
spontaneously 
for periods of time. 
I don’t know where you got 
the idea that aspirin is hard on 
the heart. That is not true 
either. Quite the contrary, 
aspirin decreases the tenden­ 
cy of the blood to clot and may 
prove to be helpful in preven­ 
ting heart attacks. There is a 
large national study now in 
progress to evaluate the possi­ 
ble use of aspirin to prevent 
heart attacks. 
I do not know what your 
sample of doctors represents 
but the accepted opinion of 
scientists and specialists in ar­ 
thritis is that Motrin is no 
more effective than aspirin in 
the relief of pain. Its value in 
treating inflammation may 


not be as good unless used in 
larger doses than 
recom­ 
mended for safety. 


Motrin and some other pain 
relieving medicines

aspirin. Some preparations 
are better than aspirin for 
simple pain if there is any 
danger of bleeding, as from a 
peptic ulcer or other medical 
problems. Still I’ll stand by 
my original contention that 
none of these medicines cur­ 
rently available are any better 
than aspirin in relieving pain 
and some are not useful at all 
in 
relieving inflammation 
which can be helped with 
large doses of aspirin. (NEA)

Ford, who has only three day s re m a in ­ 
ing of his presidency , said his budg et 
would "help us to fulfill the promise of 
A m erica.” But President-elect C a rte r’s

promises to the voters. 
F ord’s tax cut plans likely will receive 
little attention from both Cong ress and 
from C arter, who has his own tax - 
reduction plans and who w ants to use any

Carter, how ever, already has said the 
19 7 7 budg et deficit will have to be in­ 
creased to betw een $70 billion to $75 
billion if Cong ress approves his $30- 
billion tax cut-jobs prog ram to stim ulate 
the economy . 
Ford g ave up on his cam paig n pledg e 
to aim toward a balanced budg et in 19 79 .

Ford proposed a $12-billion increase in 
defense spending for 19 78 to a total of $112 
billion with new outlay s for the con­ 
troversial Bl bom ber and development 
work on the sophisticated intercontinen­ 
tal MX m issile that eventually could cost 
$30 billion. 


The budg et “ a ssum e s” 244 Bl bom bers 
will be produced, according to Ford 
budg et aides. C arter has taken a g uarded 
position on w hether the plane should be 
produced and has not outlined a position 
on the MX missile.

Inc., R ichm ond, Va., m anufacturer of an 
intrauterine contraceptive device known 
as the Daikon Shield, were nam ed in the 
suit filed Dec. 17 by Linda L. Reid and 
her husband, J a m e s R. Reid J r., 19 13 
South Kentucky . 


The six -count suit m aintains that Dr. 
Van Dy ke inserted a Daikon Shield in 
Mrs. Reid on Sept. 22, 19 7 5. T hereafter, 
the suit states, she becam e preg nant and 
the shield caused her to suffer “ septic 
shock and septic abortion” on M arch 24, 
19 76 . At th at tim e, the suit claim s, Mrs. 
Reid required a hy sterectom y , resulting 
in the loss of her unborn child and 
sterilization. 


The couple is seeking dam ag es and 
punitive dam ag es from the two defend­ 
ants. 


Dr. Van Dy ke’s motion claim s that 
neither of the Reids state a claim or 
"cause of action upon which relief can be 
g ranted” and that the various dam ag e 
fig ures soug ht, rang ing from $150,000 to 
$1.5 million, are in "g ross and flag rant 
violation of Civil Rule 55.05.”

Garden plans 
January is a good time to 
start making gardening plans 
for the coming season. Before 
doing this, we need to check 
over our old seed supply. 
Before purchasing new seeds, 
determine the value, if any, of 
left-over 
seeds 
from 
last 
season. In many cases, the 
cost of seeds is relatively 
small as far as portions oLthe 
total gardening expense and 
effort 
are 
concerned. 
We 
should 
not 
waste time by 
planting bad seeds. Left-over 
seeds should be kept in a 
closed container on a cool, dry 
place If stored properly, most 
vegetable seeds will sprout 
well even after three seasons. 
However, 
onion, 
parsley, 
parsnip and sweet corn usual­ 
ly have reduced germination 
after one or two years 
To some extent 
we can 
make up for reduced germina­ 
tion by planting seeds more 
thickly. However, we often do 
not know the exact condition 
of the seeds; if they do not 
grow well, we have lost two or 
more weeks of the gardening 
season 
When growing cool 
season crops in spring, two 
weeks 
lost 
may 
mean 
a 
reduced harvest, especially if 
hot weather arrives quickly 
Testing is easy. Count out a 
definite number of each kind 
of seed in question and scatter 
them on a damp paper towel 
or blotter paper Do not use 
less than 20 seeds or more 
than too Keep each kind or 
variety separate and marked 
Slip each damp towel with the 
seeds on top into a separate 
plastic bag and tie shut. Put 
the bags in a warm place 
Light is not necessary for 
germination. Check them at 
least 
every 
two 
days 
to 
observe the development and 
amount of germination. If less 
than 80 per cent of the seeds 
germinate well, discard the 
remaining seeds.

in Kelley’s defense 


In his maiden speech in Con- 
iress late last week. Sen. John 
janforth 
struck 
home 
with 
several good points. 


Danforth took the Carter ad­ 
ministration to task for its deci­ 
sion to replace F B I Director 
C lare n ce 
K e lle y . 
A ttorn ey 
General-designate Griffin Bell 
said 
at 
a 
Senate 
h earing 
Wednesday that Kellev woula 
go, giving no reason other than 
tne belief that the F B I director 
should change with every ad­ 
ministration. 


“This is an qminous decision,” 
said Sen. Danforth. He added 
that it “portends an unforgivable 
politicization of the F B I.” 


Kelley, a former Kansas City 
police chief of high reputation, is 
serving a 10-year term under a 
law that was passed to remove 
the F B I director from politics 
and presidential changes. Now 
Bell, obviously with the approval 
of Carter himself, has served 
notice that he wants to make the 
F B I director just another hired 
administration hand. 


“If we have learned anything 
from 
Watergate, 
it 
is 
that 


politics has 
no 
place in 
in­ 
vestigative agencies,” Danforth 
told the Senate. He added that 
the F B I “must be insulated from 
the White House, not beholden to 
it.” 


Kelley took over the F B I three 
years ago after the long reign of 
J. Edgar Hoover came to an end. 
A 
former F B I 
man himself, 
Kelley has run the organization 
in a commendable manner, at a 
time when it has been under 
almost constant 
fire for one 
alleged infraction or another.

allowed the bureau to'use about 
$40 worth of lumber to install 
some curtain valances in their 
apartment.

Their proposals are sharp and to 
the point, their words crisp They are im ­ 
patient with red tape and bureaucratic 
stalling, determined to get things done. 


I talk to these same 
men a year or so later. 
T h e y

bureaucratese. find it 
difficult to come to the 
point. Their sentences 
are long and involved, 
their plans 
nebulous. 
They speak ponderous­ 
ly of long-term gains 
and the need for a slow

pace in pushing for change. 


Some of these appointees come in rip 
snorting, shifting bureaucrats right and 
left, yanking officials almost bodily, 
replacing them with others. Soon they 
find to their sorrow that nothing is dif­ 
ferent. For the bureaucracy digs in and 
the next layer takes the place of the old. 


Some newcomers 
become 
discour­ 
aged, convinced that no one can get a 
handle on the bureaucracy. These men 
usually end up resigning their posts and 
going back home 


Most newcomers, however, roll witi. 
the tide in the end. They become, as sug­ 
gested above, more like Washingtonians 
than the Washingtonians and more like 
the bureaucrats than the bureaucrats 
themselves 


They’re caught in a pattern of encircle­ 
ment. 


When a new department secretary and 
his assistants take over an agency, the

bureaucracy

shuntng their way a host of perks — 
privileges,

of doors quietly opened for themselves 
and their families on a scale never im­ 
agined. They find that officials rush to

brought to light. 


The bureaucratic staffs follow through 
by making certain the newcomers are oc­ 
cupied with a m yriad of details on 
everything imaginable.

The Senate Intelligence Committee is 
already 
investigating 
the

charge that the C IA spread African 
swine 
fever 
in 
Cuba. 
The 
disease 
devastated the island’s pig population, 


Now we have learned that the Cubans 
had a scheme of their own to infest U.S. 
cattle with hoof-and-mouth disease. The 
idea eventually was abandoned, but in 
April, 1962, Cuban Politburo member An­ 
tonio Nunez Jimenez discussed the hoof- 
and-mouth plot with four top Cuban 
scientists. 


The amazing story has. been buried in 
intelligence documents, which we have 
now seen. 


Nunez Jim enez informed 
the four 
scientists, according to an intelligence 
memo, "that Cuba was now ready to give 
the United States a ‘dose of its own 
medicine.’ 


“Nunez Jimenez further explained,” 
continued the memo, “that Cuba had the 
ability, through specially trained agents, 
to destroy the cattle industry of the 
United States by spreading an epizootic 
fever known commonly as ‘hoof-and- 
mouth disease” ’ 


A 
hoof-and-mouth 
epidemic 
would 
have forced the destruction of the in­ 
fected cattle. An outbreak in the United 
States in 1929 and in Mexico in 1946 wiped 
out millions worth of livestock. 


Federal agents, alarmed at the first- 
person 
account 
of 
Nunez 
Jimenez’ 
threat, made further inquiries and found 
that “the Cuban government had opened 
a bacteriological laboratory in Soroa. 
Pinar del R io Province.” 


This secret lab, “located in the form er 
orchid gardens of Soroa,” was run by a 
Spanish exile named Dr. Martinez Viera 
He was assisted by a Cuban and a form er 
Am erican resident. The latter was a 
woman who washed the test tubes and 
vials used by Dr. Viera, reported the 
memo. 


At the time of the memo, written in 
1963. it appeared that “ Nunez Jim enez 
had made arrangements for three Soviet 
b ac te rio lo g ists 
to 
take 
over 
the 
laboratory.” 


One purpose of the lab, interestingly, 
was to “determine the cause of an 
epidemic which completely destroyed 
the birds of a turkey farm .” However, we 
can find no evidence that the turkeys, 
like a reported 500,000 Cuban pigs, m ay 
have been the victim s of CIA germ w ar­ 
fare

up crucial facts. Indeed, congressional 
investigators say the C IA deliberately 
lied about some of the details that were 
furnished to the commission.

Kennedy killing. Yet its investigators 
have already interviewed about two 
dozen key witnesses who had never been 
questioned previously.

Now there are disturbing reports that

The CIA. these sources say, also of­ 
fered to take over the committee’s 
security. This incredible proposal would 
have placed the CIA, a target of the in­ 
vestigation, in charge of the committee 
files. 
The F B I never allowed the com m ission 
access to its files, and the members were «m ^ 
so intimidated by the late F B I chief J 
m / 9 
Ed gar Hoover that they never protested. 
Instead, they relied upon F B I sum m aries 
and Hoover’s letters. 


We have now learned, for example, 
that the F B I had in its files at least 69 
reports on the pre-assassination a c­ 
tivities of Lee Harvey Oswald. Only 46 of 
these were summ arized for the W arren 
Commission; the rem aining 23 were held 
back. Thus, the commission accused 
Oswald of the m urder without consider­ 
ing all the available facts. 


The C IA also provided the com m ission 
with selective information and covered

jobs bill 


for cities 


W A SH IN G T O N 
- 
President-elect 
Carter is proposing the expenditure of 
another $4 billion on public works pro­ 
jects so as to create 800,000 jobs over the 
next two years. 


The 
AFL-CIO 
says 
this is too little, to be 
spent too slowly, and 
that 
the 
Carter 
ad­ 
ministration ought to 
pump $30 billion into 
the economy this year, 
with enough going into 
public works schemes 
to create two million 
jobs 


Black leaders, like Vernon Jordan of 
the National Urban League, agree with 
the AFL-CIO . arguing that Mr. Carter is 
reneging on his campaign promises 
regarding jobs. 


While this angry debate goes on. som e­ 
one ought to take a look at what hap­ 


pened to the $2 billion in public works 
funds that the Econom ic Development 
Administration (E D A ) of the Commerce 
Department allocated in December. 


Horrible thoughts ran through my head 
the other day when 1 saw a statement by 
New ark's M ayor Kenneth A. Gibson, 
president of the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors, calling 
for a 
congressional 
probe of the way that $2 billion was 
parceled out 
Gibson pointed out that 
Bonney Lake. Wash,, a community of 
3.000. got a grant of S3 8 million while the 
cities of Seattle, Tacoma and Spokane 
received nothing He said 44 of the na­ 
tion’s too largest cities got no public work 
funds 
I sat down to my typewriter fuming, 
certain that here was another case of 
money intended to help the jobless, the 
poor, the hungry being siphoned off to the 
tennis-court 
and 
swimming-pool 
set. 
Then something told me it couldn’t be 
that simple. Investigation shows that it 
isn’t. 


E D A Adm inistrator John Eden points 
out that 25.000 applications were filed for 
this money. The law stipulated that any 
proposal not rejected by E D A within 60 
days was automatically funded. Thus the 
burden of quickly weeking out projects 
was stupeniious. with only 1.988 projects 
ultimately accepted 


Both Eden, of the Ford administration, 
and Rep Robert A Roe. a New Jersey 
Democrat who chairs the Public W orks 
Economic Development subcommittee, 
agree that the taxpayer is getting a good 
return on this money. 


Eden says that communities receiving 
these funds have an average unemploy­ 
ment rate of 12.29 per cent, or more than 
50 per cent above the national average. 
Average per capita income in these reci­ 
pient communities is $3,232. or just half 
the national average 


Roe says this $2 billion has produced 
142.000 jobs 
directly 
and 
an 
equal 
number indirectly — and that the com ­ 
munities proved they could get their pro­ 
jects underway in 90 days and have im ­ 
mediate impact on the economy. 


But how to explain the fact that 44 big 
cities got no m oney— for example, Pitts­ 
burgh. although that city counted 19,370 
people looking for w ork’’ * 


The answer is that there were flaws in 
the 
law. 
Some 
pork-barrelling 
con­ 
gressmen insisted that 30 per cent of the 
money had to be spent in communities 
with jobless rates “below” the national 
average. This meant Orange County 
would get some of California’s money 
even though there were many counties in 
greater need. 


Pittsburgh cam e 
up empty-handed 
because the people who drew up its ap­ 
plication weren’t as slick as some others 
at using a quirk in the law which perm it­ 
ted the gerrym andering in of contiguous 
communities in counting unemployed 
w orkers and thus establishing “need.” 


Allegheny County counted in Pitts­ 
burgh’s jobless and tiled a proposal to 
help 46.282 job-seekers Pittsburgh didn’t 
count neighboring areas and listed only 
19.370 
unem ployed. 
The 
com puter 
decided that Allegheny County was in 
more desperate straits than the city of 
Pittsburgh, so the county got more than 
$11 million while Pittsburgh got angry. 
E D A ’s money ran out before the com ­ 
puter got to Pittsburgh, 


The city of Detroit was smart enough 
to use the same figures for unemployed 
persons as did 
Wayne County. 
But 
Detroit’s per capita income is a bit lower 
than that for the county as a whole, so 
Detroit got $27.413,433 while the county 
got nothing 


Roe says he will try to strip future pro­ 
gram s of the requirement that 30 per 
cent of the money go to areas with 
joblessness below the national average. 
This little outrage was accepted as an 
amendment because sponsors thought 
they had to take it to get the bill passed. 


Eden admits that while his office let 
the computer m ake the ratings, some 
fault can be found with what they put into 
the computer.

Busby, who knows his injury 
couldn’t have come at a worse 
time, is nevertheless confident 
of climbing back. 
“ There’s no doubt in my 
mind,” he said last week dur­ 
ing a brief stop in Kansas City. 
“ My only doubt is whether I’ll 
make the staff because of the
